Moscow declared the pro-

The reply was delivered 
to Ambassador Liewellyn 
Thompson by Soviet Deputy 
Foreign Minister G. N. Za- 
rubin.

Gibbons left the United 
States’ for Amsterdam last 
night to attend a convention of 
the International Transport 
Workers Federation.

Hoffa is on vacation in the 
Virgin Islands, but he is sched- 
uled to return to his head- 
quarters here tomorrow. Some 
of Hoffa's advisers have urged 
that he attend the Amsterdam 
meeting. The call from the 
committee was expected to 
cancel this possibility. 

Not Running, He Says. 

Aids said Hoffa wanted no 
one to get the idea he was run- 
ning away. His predecessor, 
Dave Beck, left this country 
abruptly when senators were 
talking of calling him.

The Urban Redevelopment 
Corp. of St. Louis took posses- 
sion of the Plaza housing ‘site 
today by making a $23,000 pay- 
ment to cover six months’ rent. 

Under its contract with, the 
city’s Land Clearance for’ Re- 
development Authority, it ulti- 
mately will buy the tract of 6.59 
acres for $920,000, but until it 
is ready to build, it will fent 
the ground for $46,000 a year. 

The project of 1090 apart- 
ments is to be developed in 
four stages, and land for each 
successive stage will be pur- 
chased when the redevelopef is 
ready for construction. The 
first stage of development will 
be erection of a 13-story build- 
ing containing 208 apartments. 

The first of six buildings will 
go up in the block bounded by 
Fifteenth, Sixteenth, Pine and 
Chestnut streets. The corpo- 
ration will buy the eastern 
third of this block for $91,821 
when it is ready to start build- 
ing, the purchase reducing the 
amount of rent payable on the 
remainder of the area. 

Construction is to begin as 
soon aS mortgage financing ar- 
rangements are completed. tn 
a few days the corporation will 
submit its final plans for the 
apartments to the Federal 
Housing Administration, which 
is arranging to insure a series 
of mortgage loans. 

The next step will be nego- 
tiation of a long-term mart- 
gage loan from the Federal 
National Mortgage Association 
by’ a group of St. Louis banks 
which will finance construc 
tion through short-term loans. 

The redeveloper is required 
to start construction within six 
months after taking possession 
of the ground. Each stage is 
to be completed within 23 
months, and the entire project 
is to be finished within five 
years

WASHINGTON, July 22 (AP) 
—Congress gave approval] to- 
day to a $386,679,000 construc- 
tion program for the Atomic 
Energy Commission. 

The bill sailed through the 
House and Senate by voice 
votes. The legislation, a com- 
promise of Senate and House 
versions. now goes to the White 
House. 

Congress doubled the amount 


asked for by President Eisen- 


hower Most of the increase— 
$145,000,000—is earmarked for 
a second plutonium-breeding 
plant at Hanford, Wash | 
Plutonium is the active in- 
gredient in atomic weapons. 
The Senate-House Atomic En- 
ergy Committee said it heard 
testimony behind closed doors 
from members of the Joint 


Chiefs of Staff strongly uré- | 


ing that facilities for produc- 
ing pltonium be increased. 

The rest of the increase was 
accounted for by some 16 pro- 
jects principally having to do 
with research facilities. 

The bill also included author- 
ization for a $51,000,000 gas 
cooler power reactor, a de- 
velopment of the type used in 
Britain for power. AEC would 
be directed to undertake con- 
struction of such a plant if, 
within 60 days, it did not have 
firm indications that private in- 
terests were preparing to con- 
struct such a facility, alone or 
under the co-operative program. 

Genera] Dynamics Corp. has 
been reported interested in 
such a project. 

The House refused to accept 
a Senate amendment knock- 
ing out of a miscellaneous ap- 
propriation bill a House-voted 
payment of $589,000,000 to the 
Civil Service retirement fund. 

Its action by voice vote re- 
turned the  $6,582,304,900 
measure to the Senate, which 
was expected to yield to the 
House position 


The bill is a compromise 


version of separate measures 
passed earlier by the two 
chambers. It finances . more 


than a score of independent | 


federal agencies and allots ap- 
proximately five billion dollars 
to the Veterans Administration. 

Republicans generally op- 
posed the civil service fund 
payment, which Democrats in- 
sisted was necessary to keep 
the fund from eventually be- 
coming insolvent. The payment 
represents an installment on 
some of the money owed to the 
fund by the Government from 
past years 

The House put a rider on 
the bill barring any future in- 
creases in pension payments 
to already retired federay em- 
ployes unless Congress approp- 
rintes money to cover the in- 
creases. 

They decided to send the one 
point in disagreement back to 
the House for a vote. This 
item covers $589,000,000 as a 
token Government contribu- 
tion to the retirement fund for 
federal employes. This fund 
now has an unfunded liability 
of 18 billion dollars because of 
the Government's failure to 
make its contributions in the 
past. 

The House, disregarding Ad- 
ministration opposition. tenta- 
tively approved a bill extend- 
ing and enlarging the four- 
year-old farm surplus disposal 
law. Passing the bill by a 152- 
24 unrecorded vote, the House 
postponed a final roll call until 
tomorrow. 

The bill would extend for 
another year the agricultural 
trade Development and Assist- 
ance Act, which provides for 
overseas sale of United States 
farm surplus for foreign cur- 
rencies. It also authorized an 
additional $1,500,000,000 to car- 
ry out the program 

The House bill falls short 
of the two-year extension 
and $3,500,000,000 authorization 
contained in Senate legislation. 
It is opposed by the Eisen- 
hower AGgministration because 
it would reinstate the program 
of farm barter cut off a year 
ago by Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Ezra Taft Benson. He said 
it interfered with normal trade 
sales for dollars. 

The House sent to the Sen- 
ate by unanimous vote a resolu- 
tion expressing the sense of 
Congress that the Army Na- 
tional Guard should be main- 
tained at a strength of not less 
than 400,000 men. The resolu- 
tion, which has no binding ef- 
fect, stems from current Ad- 
ministration plans to reduce 
the guard to 360,000. 

Reserve Severence Pay. 

The House voted to quad- 
ruple the severance pay of re- 
serve officers involuntarily re- 
leased from active duty after 
having completed at least five 
pontnnens years of active serv- 
ce. 

It passed by voice vote and 
sent to the Senate a bill pro- 
viding that reservists released 
without their consent shal! be 
paid readjustment benefits 
amounting to two months’ basic 
pay for each year of active 
duty, with a limit of 24 months’ 
severance pay. Readjustment 
benefits now are based on one- 
half month's pay for each year 
of active duty. 

The House also passed a bil! 
authorizing $7,500,000 for a 
memorial on Corregidor to all 
those who served under the 
American flag in the Pacific 
area in World War II. The bill 
goes to the Senate.

Moon for Richie Ash- 
burn last winter, the Card- 
inals’ new general manager 
explained he didn’t . believe 
the Redbirds could afford to 
give up the power. 

On that one count, Der 
Bingle was so right. With- 
out Moon hitting for dis- 
tance — he’s had only two 
homers and just eight extra- 
base hits in 119 times up— 
the Cards haven't had enough 
long-ball batting. 

They haven’t scored 
enough, either, and that’s 
where they've fooled Devine, 
the slender, soft-spoken man 
whose two favorite spring 
observations were (1) that 
Billy Muffett was the key 
man of the pitching staff and 
(2) that the club was certain 
to score. 


Muffett was, indeed, the 
key man of the mound. By 
his failure, the front-line was 
short-changed because of the 
necessity for drafting Larry 
Jackson to relieve, and the 
bullpen suffered, too, from 
lack of the consistent game- 
saving Muffett gave the old 
home-town nine the last two 
months last season. 


Without sufficient power, 
without Moon or Del Ennis 
hitting against or over the 
fences,.the Cardinals haven't 
scored as Devine expected. 
They're fifth in the National 
Leazue in team hitting, a de- 
partment in which they've 
conventionally run 1-2, but 
they're last in homers and, 


worse, last in runs.

American 
League have a better rating 
than even the world cham- 
pion Braves staff. 

In the weekly averages the 
National League owned 684 
homers just beyond the half- 
way point in the season and 
the, American League 597, 
indicating a strong probabil- 
ity that the two major cir- 
cuits would break their 
league records, the 1263 the 
National hit in 1955 and the 
Americans 1075 of 1956. 

Unfortunately, the Cardi- 
nals can't be expected either 
to approach their club rec- 


ord of 143 homers hit in 
1955 or, for that matter, to 
surpase any season in the 
last six.

An element of added danger 
in the present mdément of 
peril is that the Western view 
of Khrushchev’s role both un- 
derestimates and . overesti- 
mates his capacities for mak- 
ing the most of a situation that 
finds Britain and the United 
States in considerable embar- 
rassment. This reflects the fa- 
miliar tendency to interpret 
every move that Moscow makes 
in terms of a carefully calcu- 
lated pattern of deliberate and 
well-planned intention. 

During a month in the Soviet 
Union, this ;reporter talked 
with 40 or more observers with 
long experience and knowl- 
edge of that country. The sum 
total of their observations runs, 
on the whole, contrary to the 
familiar Western view of the 
cool, disciplined hand on the 
throttle pulling propaganda 
lever A and action lever B at 
the calculated moment. If 
this were true, the danger of 
the moment would be consid- 
erably less than it in fact is.

Oil and the Marines 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

It seems to me that the chief 
purpose of the United States Ma- 
rines in Lebanon and the British 
troops in Jordan is to suppress 
a revolution. The British said 
they went into Jordan to prevent 
the existing government from be- 
ing overthrown, In view of that 
reasoning, I would like to recall 
this quotation: 

“That whenever any form of 
government becomes destructive 
of these ends, it is the right of 
the people to alter or abolish it, 
and to institute new govern- 
ment, laying its foundation on such 
principles and organizing its pow- 
ers in such form, as to them shall 
seem most likely to effect their 
safety and happiness. .’. . 


“When a long train of abuses 
and usurpations, pursuing invari- 
ably the same object evinces a 
design to reduce them under ab- 
solute despotism, it is their right, 
it is their duty, to throw off such 
government, and to provide new 
guards for their future securi- 
cue 

This, as you may recognize, is 
from our own Declaration of In- 
dependence. 

In 1776 we called revolution 
against tyranny the right and 
duty of the people. Why are we 
now suppressing it? The answer, 
I believe, is spelled o-i-l.

. Mr. Hayden is unfit to serve another four 
years in office—as the report of the Septem- 
ber term Circuit Court grand jury ought to 
have made convincingly clear even to the 
most cock-sure of the Democratic bosses. 

That jury’s inquiry into conditions in Mr. 
Hayden’s patronage empire found him defi- 
cient by virtually every standard by which it 
was possible to judge. It found his office 
procedures slipshod and inefficient. It found 
his employment policies so lax that he could 
hire ward heelers with police records. It 
found that he himself exceeded his authority 
by granting special tax relief to individuals 
or firms who took their cases to him. 

With ‘respect to charges of payoffs so- 
licited by members of Mr. Hayden's staff, 
the jury returned no indictments—in part 
because some of the testimony concerned 
events outside the statute of limitations—but 
it did urge that four individuals be fired. 
The cumulative evidence against them jus- 
tified dismissal, the jury said. Mr. Hayden 
several days later announced they had “re- 
signed.”

Mr. Hayden is fortunate that he himself 
escaped indictment. Under the circumstances, 
a party leadership responsive to events and 
possessed of a minimum of responsibility 
could have been expected to ease him into 
retirement. Or, if he insisted on running, it 
should have provided rank-and-file Demo- 
crats with an acceptable alternative. 


Instead, the party’s leaders have ignored 
the scandal and quietly rallied to Mr. Hay- 
den’s support. He has lined up all the ward 
organizations and tow is free to avoid the 
strain of any campaigning. 


In part this is because of the pitifully weak 
condition of the Republican party in the city. 
Democratic arrogance has increased in direct 
proportion to Republican inadequacies. And 
in part it is because Mr. Hayden and a ma- 
jority of the city’s 28 Democratic committee- 
men are running a closed corporation. Most 
of them are dual office holders; they run 
their wards and they employ this power to 
ease themselves into the public trough. Mr. 
Hayden is committeeman in the Third Ward. 
At least 14 of his colleagues on the city com- 
mittee will be on the ballot Aug. 5 in two 
places, once as a candidate for party office as 
ward committeeman and once as a candidate 
for nomination to public office. Most of them 
have managed to scare off all opposition.

Fortunately for independent Democrats, 
Mr. Hayden does have some competition for 
the License Collector’s nomination. Charles 
H. Conroy, a 27-year-old insurance claim 
adjuster, has made an energetic effort with 
limited financing. Another candidate is Wil- 
liam B. Westrich, one of a group of outside 
auditors hired to check records in Mr. Hay- 
den’s office, where he found conditions 
“shocking.” Either is clearly preferable to 
the discredited incumbent. 

The License Collector’s office and all of 
the other offices in the “county” layer of 
St. Louis government ought to be made ap- 
pointive under the Mayor and their patron- 
age employes brought into the municipal 
merit system, They do not make policy; they 
administer it. But this requires an Act of the 
Legislature, and Mr. Hayden and his col- 
leagues largely decide who the Democratic 
nominees for the Legislature will be. 

It is a vicious circle but it can be broken 
and the place to break it is at the polls. A 
good place to start would be for independent 
Democrats ta retire Mr. Hayden on Aug. 5. 


When It’s Hot in Azxizia 


Never a summer passes without the print- 
ing of a dispatch calling attention to the fact 
that on Sept. 13, 1922, the mercury bubbled 
up to 136.4 degrees in the shade at Azizia, 
a tiny town in northwest Libya. Reference 
to this highest temperature ever recorded 
under standard weather reading conditions 
presumably is supposed. to overwhelm with 
shame those perspiring persons protesting 
about 90 degrees, 100 degrees or even 110 
degrees. On July 14, 1954, when a new St. 
Louis high of 112.3 degrees for the 118 years 
of St. Louis Weather Bureau books was’ re- 
cofded, we were able to gasp that we were 
glad that we were not in Azizia. But this July 
week, with the appearance of the Azizia per- 
ennial in The New York Times and the mer- 
cury here in the 60s and 70s a lot of the time 
and the sun often tucked away behind masses 
of clouds, we are rash enough to venture that 
we could make use of a day in Azizia. Maybe 
just a half day. Or an hour or so anyway. 


A Place to Clamp Down 


One of the most urgent guidances for 
Washington in these danger-fraught days 
ought to be that all important statements 
must come from responsible officials who 
are aware of the potential consequences of 
what they are saying. 

The boast about “atomic capability” in 
Beirut is a case in point. Since it was made 
by an unidentified “United States spokes- 
man” the reaction has been so bad that the 
Defense Department is doing its best to back 
away from it. 

The remark was to the effect that all 
United States combat units in Lebanon “have 
atomic capability.” The spokesman, whoever 
he was (United Press International says it 
was Vice Admiral Holloway, commander of 
United States forces in Lebanon) did not say 
that our forces in Lebanon, now numbering 
approximately 10,000, were supplied with 
atomic warheads. Whatever he did mean, he 
was ill advised to say anything on the sub- 
ect.

It authorizes ag 
Hammarskjold to strengthen the U.N. ob- 
server group already on the spot, “so as to 
make possible the withdrawal of United 
States forces.” 


Evidently the United States would still 
make its own decision as to when or whether 
the independence of Lebanon had been suf- 
ficiently secured to permit withdrawal of its 
forces. But by agreeing in effect that Leb- 
anon’s independence. could be assured by 
U.N. observers rather than an armed force, 
our delegation is apparently trying to align 
itself more closely with majority opifion in 
the U.N. 

The Security Council did send the observ- 
ers, and has been able to agree on nothing 
else. It did authorize the observers, on June 
11, “to ensure that there is no illegal infiltra- 
tion of personnel or supply of arms or other 
material across the Lebanese borders.” It 
even authorized Secretary General Ham- 
marskjold to strengthen the force if need be. 

Thus the Japanese resolution does little 
more than to reiterate the principles of the 
original resolution. But unfortunately it is 
in danger of a Soviet veto. In such event the 
whole problem should be turned over to the 
Assembly or to a high-level conference. 

It is frequently said that the U.N. must 
find some means of combatting “indirect 
aggression” by subversion, but the task is 
not easy. Despite many attempts to define 
the term, the U.N. has not been able to agree 
on just what indirect aggression is. Perhaps 
one reason is that a nation’s views are apt 
to be colored by whether it sympathizes with 
a particular revolt. 

For example, the United States encouraged 
and aided the 1954 revolt in Guatemala 
which ousted a Communist-oriented govern- 
ment. The revolt had considerable outside 
support, but when the Guatemala govern- 
ment appealed to the U.N. Security Council 
the United States argued that this was “a 
revolt of Guatemalans against Guatemalans,” 
and discouraged the idea of U.N. action. 

Perhaps the best that can be done is to 
establish the degree of outside support and 
report these findings to the world. That is 
what the U.N. observers were sent to Leb- 
anon to do, and it is unfortunate that they 
were unable to complete their mission before 
the revolt in Iraq precipitated the dispatch 
of American troops. 


Before the Full Bench 


Chief Judge Gardner is to be warmly ap- 
plauded on his decision to assemble, Aug. 4, 
all seven Judges of the United States Court 
of Appeals to review legal arguments for and 
against the suspension of public school inte- 
gration at Little Rock’s Central High School. 
Undoubtedly justice would have been done 
had the usual three-Judge court heard the 
appeal. But when Chief Judge Gardner 
gathers the seven jurists from lowa, Nebras- 
ka, the Dakotas, Minnesota and Missouri 
he greatly expands the impact of the appel- 
late step in the federal judicial process. This 
means that the Court of Appeals, when 
it rules on Judge Lemley’s suspension order 
at Little Rock, will bring to its opinion all the 
experience, knowledge and prestige that it 
can muster. 


Influence Under the Microscope 


The case of Raylaine Worsted, Inc., is a 
clinical study in the pressure that is exerted 
on an agency of the Federal Government by a 
simple phone call or letter from the White 
House. 

Presidential Assistant Sherman Adams has 
repeatedly contended that his cdlls and letters 
to agencies in behalf of persons who had 
done him personal favors did not constitute 
pressure. ' 

Take a look at Raylaine. 

This New Hampshire textile company was 
under a $49,000 Army penalty for nonfulfill- 
ment of a contract. It had appealed for recon- 
sideration of part of the penalty to the Armed 
Services Board-of Contract Appeals. 

As soon as Mr. Adams expressed interest 
in the case through letters to the Army, 
everything began to change. Notice was 
served in the board that a decision had to be 
reached in 30 days. The White House’s in- 
terest was discussed and speculated upon by 
members of the board. The Comptroller 
General reversed an unfavorable decision. 
The upshot was that the board refunded Ray- 
laine $41,000—which was even more than it 
had asked! 

Mr. Adams would have it believed that this 
and similar incidents in which he exploited 
his White House position were merely routine 
—that his actions had no effect on the out- 
come. Quite to the contrary, the Adams 
scandals show rather that there is no use 
using a sledge hammer for what can be done 
better anyway with a letter or a telephone.

| PARIS, July 22 —France’s 
second atomic reactor began 
operating yesterday at the nu- 
clear center in Marcoule. The 
nation’s other reactor is also 
at Marcoule.

'is said to be four times more 
powerful than G-1l, the earlier 
/ model.

A Wonderful Season 


A LETTER TELLING of Japan's severe drouth makes 
us doubly thankful for the wonderful season which our 
part of the Ozarks is enjoying. Some early rains, it is 
true, dumped too much water on us in too little time. By 
and large, however, precipitation has come in the right 
amounts and just when we needed it. We mowed our 
small oats crop and baled it for hay, also putting up the 
second cutting of alfalfa. But the big crop will be the 
lespedeza now growing in fields where we mowed. grass 
and clover a month ago. This will be ready in August 
and, with another shower or two, will turn off a heavy 
yield. Corn has a fine color and is tao tall to cultivate 
again. The cattle enjoy the cool weather and often take 
their mid-day. siesta out in the sun instead of seeking 
the shade. 


There was one recent day when we almost 
decided we'd had teo much water. Down at Pos- 
sum Holler along Mill creek in Carter county we 
had been doing some “timber stand improvement” 
under the supervision of forester Karl Tennant 
of the Conservation Commission. We drove down 
to look over the work and decided to go around 
by way of Peck Ranch Wildlife Refuge and have 
a visit with biologist Gus Artus and his wife Betty 
—and with our old friends Herb and Dorothy 
Davis. 


On this occasion, instead of driving direct to refuge 
headquarters, we took the long road around the boundary 
fence in order to eat luncheon in an out-of-the-way corner 
of this 25,000-acre wilderness tract. I was familiar with 
the road in a vague way, having been over it once when 
the refuge was first established. 

The thing I failed to realize was that on the earlier 
occasion we were in the midst of a five-year drouth that 
left the springs and creeks entirely dry. Last week, as 
we headed down toward Mill Creek where there is an 
access road into our property, we found a small creek run- 
ning in the bottom of each hollow. But the fords were 
shallow and hard-bottomed until we got far down on the 
Rogers Creek drainage. 


Finally we came to a crossing a bit larger than 
the others——but I looked out into the crystal water 
and decided the ford was safe to tackle. So in 
we went—and almost immediately had the fan- 
belt throwing water. By a miracle, I edged along 
and got nearly across without drowning the mé- 
tor. In fact, the front end was well up on the far 
bank when the back wheels started to spin and 
went straight down toward China.

Paint-Saving Hints 


THERE is an awful lot of 
paint that gets wasted every 
year and this is a shame, It's 
a shame becavse paint isn't 
given away free and it’s also 
bad because much of that 
wasted paint is a special color 
and shade and it may be some- 
thing of a bother to get a new 
batch mixed wp. 


You can waste a lot of paint 
if you have the habit of stick- 
ing a full brush in a container 
of solvent when you have fin- 
ished work for the day. It’s 
a lot better if you plan your 
work a little so that when a 
particular paint job is finished, 
your brush is pretty dry. 
Don't forget, by the way, that 
there can be a lot of coverage 
in the paint left on the sides, 
bottom and even around the 
rim of an otherwise empty 
paint container.

THE YOUNG PERSON, freed of school routine and 
working at his summer job earns money that is his own 
This gives him a feeling of importance that few other 
experiences of youth can give and unless he has had the 
privilege of sharing the family knowledge of just how 
much money there is and what it is used for and why, 
unless he has handled his allowance and learned how far 
it went toward buying what he needed and what he wanted, 
he is likely to make mistakes. Some of these could be 
serious. 


Boys and girls who this summer are earn- 
ing some money are going to need some sound 
advice. They are likely to think of the fun they 
can have by spending it. Spending without thought 
of getting value in proportion te what effort gét- 
ting it cost is childish, and adolescents should 
have grown beyond that stage. Even then they 
will need direction and advice. 


The older ones who are in college or who have a 
firm desire to get there are likely to save all they can 
toward that end. The younger ones without this serious 
purpose are likely to have the exciting desire to “go all 
out” having a good time. They will buy things they do 
not need; ‘they will treat their friends extravagantly— 
spend and spend and spend.

In such a situation the parents must take 
over.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., July 22 

IT WAS a real big week for 
the Starlight Theatre here, a 
slam-bang good wox office 
bingo and a highly healthful 
helping of promotional plasma. 

The occasion was the world 
premiere of a new show, “Tom 
Sawyer,” and the atmosphere 
of the theatrical world here 
was—to state it mildly—tense. 
Uleers so often go with orig- 
inality. 

But it all just worked out 
dandy, and this week Starlight 
folk can relax to the tried and 
true score of “Carousel” on 
the outdoor stage here—and 
look back on about the most 
frantic week in the theater's 
fairly short history. 

There were parties, and 
prayers to the weatherman: 
openings night headaches, crit- 


ical hurrays. The mayor of 
Hannibal, Mo., dropped over, 
and so did the governor of 
Kansas, and so did eastern 


critics who wrote about moon- 
‘light culture, 


A new Tom Sawyer white- 
washed the same old fence, a 
new musical was launched, and 
new proof—if any were needed 
—was added that outdoor the- 
ater is getting bigger and bet- 
ter and that the midwest is its 
headquarters. 


“Where is the theater? Dur- 
ing the summer it isn't on 
Broadway, it’s out here,” said 
Richard H. Berger, producer 
of the Starlight Theatre. 

Even subtracting. a certain 
Missouri-based enthusiasm 
from that statement, Berger 
has impressive backing for the 
statement. Take Missouri. On 
a capacity night the attendance 
at the Starlight on one side of 
Missouri and at St. Louis 
Muny Opera on the other side 
will total nearly 20,000—and 
that’s more than any two or 
three Broadway hits will draw 
all week. 


And exactly what is 
Starlight? 


the 


If you've been to the St. 
Louis opera you know—it is 
outdoor theater on a soOme- 
what smaller scale: A 7600 


capacity here, for instance, 
as compared to about 12,000 
in St. Louis. Otherwise the 
similarities are marked— 
the same feeling of open sky 
freedom, of easy-going en- 
tertainment. 


And the theater association 
of Kansas City is a non-profit 
civic organization, one of this 
city’s proudest attractions—at 
eight years a youngster com- 
pared to Muny Opera, grand- 
daddy of them all and now in 
its fortieth season. 

Muny Opera—notably Paul 
Beisman, general manager—of- 
fered advice and help in the 
planning stage, which goes back 
many years. The first - pro- 
duction on the Starlight stage 
was given June 3, 1950. The 
“Story of Kansas City” was 
recreated and its success (total 
gate 147,000) helped to kick off 
the first full schedule in 1951. 
The initial show in 1951 was 
Sigmund Romberg’s “The 
Desert Song,” best summer 
theater mainstay since the in- 
vention of the paper cup. 

By the end of this season, 
more than _ 3,000,000 per- 
sons will have attended per- 
formances here. Producer 
Berger is optimistic about 
things to come. 


“These big productions, live 
and in color, give people a feel- 
ing of opulence they are starved 
for,” he said. “Folks are get- 
ting tired of sitting in their 
living rooms watching small 
scale television. (Berger, a vet- 
eran television and movie pro- 
ducer himself, was associated 
with St. Louis Municipal Opera 
from 1936 through 1942.) 

“Tom Sawyer” — book by 
Berger, Peter Gurney and Ed- 
ward Reveaux, music and lyrics 
by Frank Luther—was the first 
original musical comedy ever 
presented at Starlight. 


It represented a calculat- 
ed risk. The business men 
who govern the theater as- 
sociation had to decide if 
they wanted to gamble more 
than $50,000 on that most 
nebulous of properties: an 
untried production, They in-

Medical Mail Bag 


DEAR DR. STEINCROHN: 
When is the right time to op- 
erate on a duodenal ulcer? My 
husband, age 23, had X-rays a 
few months ago and the diag- 
nosis was made. He feels fairly 
comfortable now, but insists 
he wants an operation. He 
doesn’t look forward to all 
the don’ts an ulcer patient has 
to put up with. Any informa- 
tion will be appreciated. Thank 
you. Mrs. L. L. 


ANSWER: A good rule is: 
“Not too early; Not too late,” 
Your doctors must be the 
judge of what is the right 
time. 

Here is what I mean by “not 
too late.” If complications 
arise, such as hemorrhage or 
perforation of an ulcer, the 
patient’s life often depends 
upon how quickly he is brought 
to the operating room. Pro- 
crastination can be fatal. 

However, there is the other 
side: “Oh, let's have the op- 
eration and get it all over with.” 
Let's assume that your hus- 
band has had his ulcer only 
a year or two. As the diagnosis 
was recently made, chances 
are he has not had the benefit 
of ulcer treatment by a phy- 
sician. He hasn't given himself 
the opportunity of medical 
care. 


Many ulcer patients dislike 
medical regimes. Ulcer patients 
are often heavy cigarette 
smokers. Therefore they hate 
to go to a doctor and hear the 
fateful words: “No Smoking.” 
And no drinking. And no fried 
foods. And no hard work. And

Defining Aggression 


HYDE PARK, July 22. 

DEVELOPMENTS in Lebanon point up the need for 
everyone to maintain a cool head during the critical events 
in which we are involved. 

Still undefined is the question of what can be con- 
sidered an uprising genuinely representative of the people, 
as against oné fomented from without and therefore as 
much a true aggression as the old type of military crossing 
of borders. The latter was the only type of aggression 
thought of at the time of writing the U.N. Charter; and 
unti] this matter is clarified, no action should be taken by 
way of reprisal. 


The question is one that must be settled by 
the General Assembly, for it is a technique likely 
to be followed in many parts of the world by the 
Soviet Union or its puppets, such as Nasser. 


We should never interfere with a genuine desire of 
the people of a nation to change their form of government. 
But we should press for the United Nations to be used 
to supervise changes of this type, which should be brought 
about through free elections and the use of the secret 
ballot. Stirring up trouble from without, however, seems 
to me true aggression if it goes beyond using open means 
of persuasion. 

The new Government of Iraq has announced that it 
will “honor its agreements with the parties involved.” 
These “parties,” of course, are the western oil companies 
who have interests in the Iraqui oil fields. The United 
States has already called a meeting of the oil interests to 


prepare for any kind of emergency that may arise where 


the interests of the west are involved in the oil fields of 
the Middle East. 


It would be well te remind the countries 
where these oil resources exist that their wealth 
comes from the fact that the British and Ameri- 
cans have paid on their contracts.

“TELEVISION ISN’T show 
business,” said Robert Paul 
Smith thoughtfully. “It’s a 
freebie.” 

Smith, who writes best-sell- 
ing book’s, Broadway hit shows, 
big box office movies and TV 
variety shows, put his feet up 
on the typewriter and con- 
tinued: 

“Show business is the leg- 
itimate theater, the movies and 
in an odd way, book publish- 
ing. In show business; the 
audience walks up to a counter, 
puts down its money and buys 
a ticket. 

“A freebie is something you 
get for nothing. In television, 
you are given entertainment 
for nothing. Oh, sure, you're 
supposed to keep watching 
while somebody tries to sell 
you cigarettes or shaving 
cream, but it’s still for noth- 
ing. Well, what you get for 
nothing usually is nothing. 

“The trouble with a freebie 
like television is that nobody 
knows if people are buying 
tickets. So they have to find 
people to tell them whether or 
not people are watching and 
if they like what they see. I 
don’t think the people who tell 
them are competent to judge.” 

It’s this business of just not 


knowing, Smith says, that 
makes television people so 
jumpy, so nervous and why 


they run around so much. 


Smith himself isn’t jumpy, 
nervous and doesn’t run 
around, At the moment he is 
writing the Andy Williams 
show which is the summer re- 
placement for Pat Boone. He 
accepted the chore because it 
enables him to earn a chunk 
of money so that later he can 
stop earning money for a while 
and write another book, which 
is what he considers his seri- 
ous business. (“Where Did 
You Go?
